north  and  south  tranqpfoHnelal 
highways,  and  a  conneetbug  high- 
way up  the  Thompson,  linking  with 
the  north.  This  programme  had 
nece.«arily  entailed  con.^tniction  of 
work  campr.  along  the  route,  and  the 
work  camps  had  also  made  essen- 
tial concentration  camps,  wh^e 
undemourisbsd  men  eould  be 
broogtot  up  la  lllna«  for  week  of 
anr  kind. 

The  whole  plan  had  been  under- 
taken to  meet  emerRent  condilion.s, 
with  the  police  of  Vancouver  and 
other  centres  pres-sUig  to  have  idle 
men  removed  from  the  town.s  In 
Vancouver  there  had  been  great 
alarm  over  the  condition  of  men 
living  in  "The  Jungles,"  and  others 
living  at  doss  houses,  with  perhaps 
two  ten*«ent  meals  a  day.  l^idemic 
conditions  were  feared  and  demon- 
.ntratlons  had  caused  great  luieasi- 
ness  in  the  Mainland  centre. 

The  camps  had  been  con.structed 
a.s  economically  as  pos.slble,  but  had 
to  comply  with  the  Provlnoes's  own 
health  regulations.

He  had  been  a  ineinbcr  of  a  pre 
vlous  commis-sion  on  mental  hygiene 
and  would  urKc  that  its  recommen- 
datiooa  be  not  forgotten  in  any  sub- 
ssquent  action  along  such  lines, 
Oovemments  had  shied  at  sterilisa- 
tion of  the  unfit,  but  pracUeaUy 
every  authority  en  mantal  hygiene 
recommended  It  There  was  a  great 
deal  of  pubUo  support  for  this  stand, 
Mlstmderstandlng  of  what  the  term 
implied  had  been  responsible  for  the 
only  opposition  he  had  ever  heard  to 
the  plan. 

In  regard  to  the  municipalities,  Mr. 
Hayward  reminded  the  Houst  he  had 
had  a  close  personal  contact  with 
city  affairs  over  a  considerable 
P'^^'  and  found  himself  drawn  in 
two  waya  between  municipal  and 
provincial  viewpoints 

CONTRIBUTED  HEAVILY 
Orlgliwlly  all  authority  was  vest- 
ed in  the  Croam.  the  Municipal  Act 
coming  bato  exlatence  as  commun 
itiea  grew  la  number  and  siss.  and 
granting  certain  self-governing 
rights.  The  OovamaMnt  had  alwaya 
exerdsad  a  maasora  ef  eontrol  as  the 
parent  body,  and  had  contributed 
heavily  towards  schools,  hospitals 
and  other  public  services. 

Prohibition  had  deprived  cltie.s  of 
rescue  ,  ,,ngirterable  revenue,  and  an  added 
measure  of  assistance  had  been 
granted  municipalities  by  the  Liberal 
Minister  of  Finance  of  that  day,  as 
an  emergency  grant.  As  time  went 
on.  the  Government  had  invaded 
municipal  taxation  fields,  soeh  aa 
the  foUactMo  ef  a  tax  on  amuse 
meots,  but  had  eflHt  this  by  a  grant 
on  racing  tasss  of  the  whole  amount 
collected  from  the  parl-mutuel 
machinee.  The  Government  also 
gave  a  generous  proportion  of  motor 
licence  fees,  but  fOtalMd  all  the 
gasoline  tax. 

In  his  opinion  the  amusement  tax 
was  a  city  affair,  the  parl-mutu^ 
tax  a  provincial  one;  and  it  might 
have  been  better  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  have  kept  aB  motor  Uoonce 
feea,  and  ftven  the  <«Isb  tha  gaoo- 
lina  tax. 

PROVINCE  TOOK  IDEA 
A  former  government  had  respond- 
ed to  a  municipal  appeal  for  powers, 
to  Ux  gasoline  by  saying  it  could 
not  be  taxed,  and  had  then  stepped  I 
out  and  impoasd  a  provincial  tax  of 
three  centa  a  gaUon  on  gasoline.  The 
reunictpelities  were  not  even  thanked 
for  the  idea  they  had  advanced,  he 
declared  I 

After  years  of  experience  viewing  I 
the  sitiutlon  from  both  sides.  I  have 
come  to  the  mncliudon  that  the 
present  sy.stem  in  connection  with 
Government  grants  to  municipalities 
is  all  wrong,  and  that  some  Iwtter 
arrangement  should  be  sought.  There 
wUl  always  be  dissatisfaction  under 
preeent  arrangamenta,"  Mr.  Hajr- 
ward  eontlnoad.

Dr.  Robertson  went  to  the  drug 
store  and  mentioned  he  had  made 
an  errw  in  the  prescription  he  had 
made  out  the  previoua  evening,  it 
was  Buggaatad  by  the  druggist  that 
he  make  a  new  preecrlptlon  cover- 
ing the  heroin  purchase,  which  was 
done.  The  new  prescription  bore 
the  date  "December  12  "  Tlic  orig- 
inal could  not  afterwards  be  located. 

Evidence  was  submitted  by  James 
Kirk,  taxi  driver,  who  drove  Dr. 
Robertadn  aftd  OlUlea  on  the  night 
of  the  aUaged  offence.  Albert  H 
Peacey,  of  the  Foul  Bay  Drug  Store, 
testlfled  that  Dr.  Robert.son  had  In- 
quired for  heroin  on  the  night  of 
Deceml>er  11.  Albert,  Savage,  clerk 
in  Clarke  s  drug  store,  gave  evidence 
of  the  sale  of  the  drug  to  Dr,  Rob- 
ertson. Dr.  W.  G.  Gilliam,  secretary 
of  the  British  Columbia  Veterinary 
Association,  teetifled  conpeming  Dr. 
Robertson's  registration.  Sergeant 
L.  J.  BhudE.  of  the  RCJdJ>..  told  of 
the  arrest  of  Dr.  Robertson,  and 
Sergeant  J.  R.  Paton  said  he  re- 
ceived the  phial  of  heroin  from  De- 
tective Upton.  Horace  O  Tomlln- 
son.  Dominion  analy.st,  of  Vancou- 
ver, gave  evlfleiur  of  the  te.st.s  lie 
had  made  prior  to  and  during  the 
trial 

DOCTOR'S  TESTIMONY 
Dr.  Robertson  gave  evidence  in  his 
own  defence.  He  admitted  he  had 
sold  a  "compound"  to  Gillle.s  on  the 
evening  of  December  11.  He  .said 
that  It  was  a  mixture  in  which  ihe 
ingredients  were  .strychnine  (Ave 
grains  in  sixty  grains  of  heroin)  and 
heroin  for  use  as  a  medletoe  for 
horses.  He  testified  he  opened  the 
bottle  at  the  drug  store  and  placed 
the  strychnine  in  the  heroine.  He 
maintained  that  Gillies  had  told  him 
br  rrquirrd  the  heroin  for  rare 
tliat  were  going  .South  Manv 
;  'ir.sr.s  lie  declared  siiffcred  from 
hipping  fever"  and  the  mixture  be 
save  (Mines  was  eooBldered  a  vahi- 
aUale  remedy. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Moore.  Dr. 
Robert.son  maintained  his  innocence 
rf  any  wrongdoing  He  .said  it  wa.s 
not  out  of  the  ordinary  pra(  tice  t" 
give  the  mixture  of  strychnine  and 
heroin  to  persons  asking  for  It  with- 
out first  having  seen  the  horse  to  be 
treated.  He  as-serted  he  did  not  keep 
a  record  of  his  aalea  of  druga  as  the 
act  said  "they  were  to  be  produced 
when  asked  for."  He  denied  that 
the  bottle  taken  from  Gillies  was 
"r  one  he  had  purrha.sed 
(  lai  ke'.s  drug  store.  The  do*'tor  .said 
the  one  he  purchased  wa.s  larger  and 
bore  his  own  label  and  directions 
written  by  him  and  altMd  with  his 

name, 

A.sked  why  he  changed  the  pre- 
scrlpUon  at  the  drug  store  after 
Gillies'  arrest.  Dr.  Robertson  stated 
be  did  not  see  very  well  at  night 
and  had  written  the  prescription  and 
signed  "Dr.  Roberts'  and  had 
omitted  the  "on"  from  hin  name 
He  .said  he  also  had  some  rlonht 
to  the  ofDclal  name  for  heroin  and 
"want«l  to  have  It  correct."  He  ad- 
mitted that  GUlles  had  tried  to 
purchase  drugs  from  him  two  years 
ago  and  he  gave  him  "baking 
powder"  for  heroin  because  "Olllles 
wanted  to  experiment  with  a  cat." 
He  denied  he  placed  the  bottle  on  a 
fence  port 

OUT  ON  LOCATION 
At  this  Juncture  the  Jury  ex- 
praamd  a  deem  to  make  aa  investi- 
gatloB  ar  tha  loeaUen  of  the  fenre 
poet,  as  there  waa  some  doubt  as  t  ■ 
whether  it  actually  existed  The 
court  was  accordingly  shifted  tn  I 
Pandora  Avenue  and  Cook  Street 
Oillle.*  In  handcuffs,  wa.s  tak"n  wlt.h 
the  Jury  and  pointed  out  the  post 
mentioned  in  his  evidence.  In  the 
meantime,  H.  O.  Tomlinaon  teeted 
the  heroin  for  atrychnlne,  bat  re- 
ported later  be  oonld  not  find  any 
trace  in  the  bottle  of  heroin  he 
examined. 

When  Mr.  Brandon  asked  that  the 
whole  of  the  evidence  of  James  Kirk 
taxi  driver,  be  read  from  the 
records  of  the  stenographer  the 
jurymen  intimated  they  would  wel- 
come an  adjournment  until  lo 
o'rlock  this  morning.  Chief  JWtloe 
Morrison  concurred.

City's  Finanoial  Status 
and  Naed  for  Loan

flnantiHl  ixK-jtii>n  was  given  to  the 
Real  Estate  Board  at  Its  luncheon 
yesterday  by  Mayor  David  Leeming 
who.  ijx  aUttdlag  to  tha  ttttJOO  by 
Uiw  to  be  voted  on  Iqr  pmperty 
hoiden  taplalnad  that  It  was  not  a 
waterworks  loan.

Mayor  Lenning  stated  it 
wu.N  lii,s  Opinion  that  thi.s  method 
of  financing  would  have  to  be  con- 
tinued for  the  next  ten  or  twelve 
years,  unless  some  other  sources  of 
revenue  were  opened  or  a  building 
development  overran  tha  welglit  of 
the  budget.

His  Worship  said  the  council  pro- 
posed to  borrow  1500.000  for  the 
express  purpose  of  keeping  the  tax 
rate  down.  Hm  Mayor  aaaertw 
that  the  hnpraorion  that  the  by 
Uw  waa  Ibr  a  waterworka  loan  was 
a  wrong  one.  Of  the  amount  to  be 
raised.  tS0t,00t  was  represented  In 
waterwdrka  extensions,  and  that  of 
this  sum  the  city  exi)ected  the 
Ctovernments  to  pay  Iwo-thllda  Of 
the  lal)or  cost,  or  $52  000 

If  the  money  is  U)riowed  the 
city  will  revert  to  the  .same  debt 
condition  as  existed  in  1930  due 
to  the  fact  that  this  year  the  bor- 
rowings will.be  greater  by  g380,000 
than  the  debt  retlrementa  during 
the  past  two  years.  Thia  will  threw 
the  city  back  two  and  a  half  years 
In  its  financial  history,  but  on  the 
other  hand  It  wUl  be  benefited  by 
some  three-quarters  of  a  million 
dollars'  worth  of  new  assets,  "so 
that  the  situation  is  not  so  bad 
as  It  may  appear  bv  a  sueerflcial 
survey,  -  the  Mayor  explained.

Speaking  on  the  relief  question 
the  Mayor  said  the  council  was 
assuming  that  the  Dominion  and 
Provincial  governments  would  a.s.sist 
as  111  the  past  on  the  basis  of  one- 
third  from  each  Government  and 
one-third  from  the  city. 

if  this  assistance  in  the  matter 
of  direct  relief  was  not  forthcoming 
the  city  would  have  to  either 
abandon  the  whole  scheme  of  relief 
or  else  reduce  It  to  a  level  that  wui 
not  be  effective. 

VOK  E  PROTEST 
Mayor  Lemming  said  that  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Vancouver  and 
City  Councils  had  waited  upon,  the 
Ctovemment  to  protest  againat  the 
addlUonal  burden  of  social  service 
ooet  placed  upon  municipalities  by 
the  provincial  budget,  a  fieci.sion 
on  this  matter  was  now  pending 
from  the  Cabinet,  he  said. 

Social  service  charges  against  the 
city  amounted  to  more  than  $86,000, 
he  declared,  and  would  wdpe  out 
entirely  tire  Ciovernraent  grants 
from  liquor  sales,  motor  licences  and 
parl-mutuel  betting. 

In  concluding  his  address,  the 
Mayor   said   that  a  tO  par  eent 
maiorltjr  waa  neceeeary  to  carry  the 
by-law.

4'  Cultured  at 
Heidelberg  Man 

LONDON.  March  21  (AP).— Proof 
the  "Oldoway  man,"  whose  .skeleton 
waa  found  in  Tanganyika,  East 
Africa,  in  1913.  i.s  the  oldest  modern 
type  of  man  yet  known.  ha.s  been 
discovered  by  an  expedition  now  ex- 
ploring there,  according  to  A.  T 
Hopwood,  of  the  Loodoa  Mosevm  of 
Natural  History. 

Tools  and  other  objects  found  by 
the  Tanganyika  expedition,  he 
said,  Indteate  the  Oldoway  man 
equaled  culturally  the  Heldelben 
man. 

Although  It  would  i)o  impossible 
to  date  llie  Oldoway  man  accurately, 
he  .said,  and  "he  might  be  700,000  or 
1,000,000  years  old."  He  Is  "hiflnlte- 
ly  older  than  anything  yet  found," 
although  there  have  been  older 
fragments  of  sksktons.

The  Real  Estate  Board  of  Vic- 
toria, at  Its  luncheon  yesterday,  en- 
dorsed the  $.'i(X),(XJO  by-law  projKwed 
by  tlie  City  CoiiiK  il  and  tkculed  lo 
conduct  an  t  ducaUonal  campaign  so 
tiia"  proiM-rty  holders  will  be  Im- 
pri's.sed  with  the  necessity  of  voting 
In  favor  of  the  loan. 

This  decision  was  made  after 
Mayor  David  ieemtng  and  Alder- 
man P.  IL  BnMm,  ohakman  of  the 
finance  fiemmtttee.  had  addsoswd 
the  iathwlw  m  Hm  g^  flaeneiel 
poslUoo. 

EXPENSES  CUT 

Everything  possible  had  been  done 
to  cut  expenses  this  year,  Alderman 
Brown  said.  He  expressed  his  ap 
preciatlon  to  the  school  board  for 
the  manner  In  which  It  had  cut  the 
educational  budget  $30J00. 

Still  further  veduetlflM  In  the 
cost  of  adAUnlstratlan  wore  expected 
to  come  from  a  survey  aew  being 
made  of  olty  services  Iqr  flie  audit- 
ing firm  of  Ismay.  Bolston 
Holden.  the  speaker  declared. 

Alderman  Brown  stated  that, 
through  unemployment  co.st  particu- 
larly, the  estimates  this  year  were 
$836,637  in  excess  of  the  1931  budget. 
If  the  $500,000  by-law  la  passed  the 
mill  rate  will  be  reduced  to  46.78 
mills  on  the  present  basis  of  taxa- 
tion. However,  If  the  tax  on  Im- 
provements Is  hicreased  to  60  per 
cent  of  the  assemsd  value  the  le^ 
would  p9  41.4  mills. 

LAND  REVERSIONS 
Land  reversions  had  Increased  at 
an  alarming  rate  during  the  post 
few  years,  until  now  the  assei 
value  of  reverted  property  totaled 
$2^.110.  jf  the  tide  of  reversions 
«^  be  stemmed,  a  new  basis  of 
taxation  would  have  to  be  evolved, 
the  alderman  declared. 

In  the  light  of  these  fact.<i.  Alder 
man  Brown  said  that  without  the 
consent  of  the  council  he  had  asked 
the  Ooveniment  to  lift  the  limit  of 
twent\'  mills  for  general  purpose 
from  the  Municipal  Act  for  a  period 
of  two  years.  He  had  also  asked  the 
Government  to  permit  the  taxing 
of  improvements  up  to  7^  per  eent 
of  the  assessment. 

TAX  EXEMPTION 
The  alderman  pointed  out  that 
of  the  city's  total  $80,152,324  assess- 
ment. $23,506,000  was  exempted  from 
taxation.  Unless  something  was 
done  to  relieve  land  of  Its  present 
burden,  the  reversions  nAuId  con- 
tinue at  on  Increased  rate  and  Im- 
provements ultimately  would  be 
bearing  the  entire  cost  of  civic  ad- 
ministration. 

At  the  clase  of  the  alderman's 
address  a*  dl.scusslon  followed,  in 
which  R.  H.  B  Ker  advanced  the 
proposal  that  the  Government  be 
approached  to  form  a  coimty  area 
to  take  care  of  problem  audi  as 
unemployment. 

Alderman  Brown  had  produced 
figtures  to  show  that,  while  the  coat 
of  unemployed  relief  In  the  city  this 
year  would  amount  to  more  than 
$400,000,  the  cost  to  Oak  Bay  and 
Saanlch  would  only  be  tlMW  and 
$30,000.  resijectively. 

Mr.  Ker  wax  of  the  opinion  that 
it  was  a  problem  that,  should  bo 
faced  by  the  roiiimunity  as  a  wliole 
and  that  those  more  able  to  share 
in  the  cost  should  do  so.

Melt  the  butter  and  pour  over 
tha  ataDonds  and  sugar;  add 
the  egga.  w«ll  beaten,  and  the 
juice  of  the  lemons.  Put  half 
the  cake  mixture  In  n  tin. 
then  spread  over  with  half 
the  almond  paste,  add  re- 
mainder of  the  rake  mixture 
and  bake  In  oven.  When 
nearly  done  put  the  rest  of 
the  almond  paste  on  top, 
leaving  a  sp%ce  in  the  oentia 
for  icing  or  decorations.  Bake 
until  Gookad.  which  will  be 
about  two  and  a  half  hours 
altogether  In  a ;

of  HMMmts  oonnaeted  with  the 
"war"  ware  recalled  by  some  of  the 
travelers  passing  through  Victoria. 
Although  the  shelling  and  boniblri(? 
of  Woosung,  Chapel  aiirl  other  oi) 
jectlves  of  the  Japana.se  invadii.s 
proved  efTectlve.  casualties  in  tlie 
Settlement  were  limited,  the  total 
among  people  of  British  extraction 
being  two  sailors  from,  HJifJB.  Suf- 
folk. 

Other  nationals  were  equally  as 
fortunate,  although  a  considerable 
number  suffered  the  inconveni- 
ences of  wounds  through  the  ex- 
plosion of  .stray  .slielLs  Twelve  peo- 
ple, including  three  women,  were 
wounded  in  one  day  by  shells  fall- 
ing into  the  French  Concession 
The  shells  landed  in  the  morning 
while  six  Japanese  airplanes  were 
hoverlr^  over  Chapei,  dropping 
bombs,  and  being  In  turn  subjected 
to  anU-aircraft  attack.  The  most 
serious  incident  occurred  in  the  Rue 
len  a  shell  ex- 
ploded In  front  of  a  coal  store,  in- 
flicting .shrapnel  wounds  and  bad 
cuts  on  some  eight 
passing  at  the  moment. 

CLOU  CALL 
Three  Judges  of  the  Shanghai 
Special  Area  Court  building,  while 
talking  in  a  fourth  fltKir  offlce  of 
the  court  building,  had  a  naiTow 
escape  when  a  .stray  bullet  pene- 
trated a  window,  passed  over  the 
Judges'  heads  with  only  inches  to 
spare  and  buried  Itself  in  the  wall. 
Chine.se  Red  Cross  suffered  casual* 
ties  when  members  were  Shot  down 
in  the  Chapel  and  other  areas. 
Japanese  motor  car  drtvers,  through 
unfamUlarity  with  Shanghai  traffic 
restrictions,  were  Included  in  fatal- 
ities and  Injuries  due  to  driving  on 
the  wrong  .side  of  tlie  .street,  in  one 
Instance  ten  marine.s  receiving 
heavy  injuries,  two  of  them  dying. 

Naturally  there  were  some  tall 
stories  going  the  rounds  of  the  In- 
ternational Settlement.  orlglnaUng 
with  the  refugees  flocUng  Into 
Bhanghal.  Probably  one  concern- 
ing Woosung  Is  typical  of  the  lot. 
It  went  the  rounds  of  the  Shanghai 
press.  A  large  motor  truck,  if  ap- 
peared, loaded  with  over  twenty 
large  cigarette  cases,  stopped  in  the 
vicinity  of  Woo,sunK  m  the  fore- 
noon of  February  12.  Suddenly  the 
driver,  a  Chinese,  heard  coughing 
emanating  from  the  eases,  and  after 
investigating,  decided  that  the  con- 
tents of  the  cages  must  be  Japanese 
soldiers,  bent  upon  passing  into  the 
Chinese  lines.  The  ca.ses  were  all 
pasted  over  with  the  Chine.se  exci.se 
stamp  paper  The  driver  made  a 
confidential  report,  it  Ls  stated,  to 
the  Chinese  soldiers  stationed  there 
and  immediately  a  contingent  was 
detailed  to  open  all  the  cases,  each 
of  which  contained  from  two  to 
three  Japaneee  soldiers,  whose  total 
number  was  ovar  seventy.  They 
#ere  eaeeuted  one  by  one. 

SHELL  DAMAGE 
Details  of  the  killing  of  Able  Sea- 
men H.  A,  Franclii  and  H.  O.  Prior, 
both  of  the  Suffolk,  arrived  on  the 
Russia.  On  February  Ig,  with  a 
third  Uua  Jacket,  they  were  on  the 
Jardine  Wharf  helping  Chinese  re- 
fugees on  their  way  to  the  8s.  8ul 
Wo.    A  wharf  employee,  who  saw 
tlie  whole  tragedy,  told  the  story. 
The  men  were  .standing  together, 
talking  and    laughing    when  the 
.shell  burst  behind  them  with  a  ter- 
rific explosion,  throwing  all  to  the 
ground,  as  well  as  a  docen  China- 
men who  were  still  further  behind 
them.  One  at  the  members  of  the 
refugee  party  was  killed  instantly 
and    six    others    were  seriousiv 
wounded.  A.  B.  Prior  was  .struck  in 
the    head    and    terribly  mangled 
about    the    bead    and  shoulders 
The    younger  man     Francis,  had 
bnth  legs  broken  and  his  right  arm 
fractured. 

FrancLs  raLsed  himself  on  his 
sound  elbow  and  though  quite  dased 
began  to  look  around  for  the 
"enemy."  With  his  useful  hand  he 
poped  about  the  wharf's  timbers 
for  a  weapon  He  apparently  ex- 
pected to  .see  .some  adversary  steal 
from  the  shadows  of  the  slied.'^.  for 
he  kept  glnncini;  there  Then  he 
rali/ed  that  Prior  had  been  hit. 
"Prior."  he  called  Prior."  But  no 
answer  came,  and  as  he  saw  his 
shipmate  huddled  a  few  feet  away 
he  tried  to  drag  himself  towards 
him. 

A  French  sister  at  the  hospital  to 
which  both  FTancLs  and  Prior  were 
taken  stated  that  Prior  never  re- 
gained consciousness,  but  Francis, 
who  wa.s  ext.remely  plucky,  was  In 
complete  po.s.se.ssinn  of  his  faciiltJes. 
He  knew  he  wa.s  dying,  but  tried  to 
be  cheerful  and  kept  a.^king  for 
Prior  Both  were  operated  upon, 
but  there  was  no  hope  for  either. 
SUters  asked  PrancU  if  he  had  any 
message  he  wished  to  send  home. 
Mil  ha  dMnt  seem  to  hear,  and 
kept  repeating:  "How's  Prior''  is 
he  coming    through?      Pull  Prior

Y-U-M ! 


In  atlempUng  to  reduce  weight 
the  general  advloe  to  cut  down  about 
10  per  cent  on  every  kind  of  food 
stuff  Is  usually  flcnktand  viae  and 
quite  safe. 

If  this  be  found  ULiufQcuiU  to 
bring  down  \\u-  wciyht  a!  ihc  de- 
sired rate,  tlicn  U  i.s  not  considered 
.safe  to  reduce  all  the  food.stufTs  by 
15,  20  or  25  jx-r  cent.  One  food  tliat 
should  not  be  reduced  any  farther 
than  by  10  per  cant  Is  meat  Meat 
not  only  supplies  the  material  to 
coastniet  or  boUd  new  tlMue,  but  it 
repaba  oM  venMMt  tHene,  thus  be- 
ing a  nal  body  buflder.  In  addiUon 
to  Ite  body-bulMlng  power,  meat 
contains  considerable  fat.  and  this 
fat  Is  of  .service  in  preventing  the 
too  rapid  burning  up  of  ti.ssue.s  dur- 
ing work.  Thu.s  this  fat  In  the  lean 
part  of  meat  is  spoken  of  as  a  pro- 
tective food  It  is  also  considered 
unwise  to  cut  down  too  much  on 
fat  foods— butter,  cmm.  fat  of 
meftt— for  this  same  reason. 

If  you  are  not  to  cut  down  much 
on  meats  or  fat.  where  niuil  you  cut 
down  and  to  what  extent' 

It  1.S  on  the  starches — bread,  po- 
tatoes, vegetables,  pastries— that  the 
greatest  reduction  must  be  made 
even  as  high  as  »  to  16  per  cent  in 
ordinary  caees. 

Why  must  itarobes  be  cut  down  If 
a  real  loss  IB  weight  la  to  be  ob- 
tained? 

Because  It  has  been  definitely 
proven  that  starches  are  capable  of 
directly  producing  fat,s;  in  fart  it 
has  been  demonstrated  that  ne;trly 
all,  at  least  87  per  cent,  of  the  ex- 
cess or  acquired  fat  on  an  over

Many  have  b«  i  n  able  lo  reduce 
their  weight  .safely  and  at  a  satis- 
factory rate  by  eating  Just  one  po- 
tato where  they  formerly  ate  two, 
and  drinking  a  half  glftss  of  wfttcr 
or  other  liquid,  where  they  formerly 
drftnk  the  entire  glftMfuL  The  meat 
eggs,  eereftis,  butter,  ftnd  milk  were 
not  reduced  at  all 

Remember,  for  people  of  normal 
weight,  starches  should  not  be  m 
duced,  a-s  they  are  the  enerKy  pro- 
ducers Water  also  should  not  hf 
reduced  In  those  of  normal  weight, 
as  water  or  other  liquids  are  abso- 


lutely essential  for  the  bodjr'a  needA.

Burgess  Bedtime  Stories 

Peter  Is  Most  Uncomfortable

T  have  sp<^ken  before  about  how 
the  tissues  of  the.se  overweight  In- 
du  iduals  can  hold  more  water  than 
can  the  tissues  of  those  of  normal 
weight  and  .how  the  proooessi  per- 
mit more  fat  to  be  accommodated, 
that  is,  left  unbumed  or  unused. 

There  Is  another  reason,  Dr.  C  von 
Volt  tells  us,  why  wster  should  not 
l)e  taken  In  large  aniountf;  by  over- 
weight Individuals  and  that  it  that 
where  much  water  is  taken  the  de- 
composition, or  breaking  up.  of  al 
bumin  is  Increased,  because  the  par 
ticles  of  albuminous  solution  are 
carried  past  the  cells  by  a  more  ac- 
tive flow  of  thettlssue  juices. 

When  the  wkter  intake  is  cut 
down  the  breaking  down  of  the  al- 
bumhi  would  be  less,  and  so  the  fat 
in  the  lymph  current  miRht  get 
burned  or  used  up.  As  thi.s  fat  gets 
used  up,  fat  from  the  body  itself 
would  go  Info  the  lymph  cunent  to 
make  good  the  los.s 

On  the  other  hand,  when  too 
much  water,  or  more  water  than  is 
needed,  is  taken,  there  will  be  less 
fat  burned  or  used,  because  more 
albumin  Is  decomposed  by.  the  oeUs, 
and  ao  new  fat  might  form  from  the 
decompoaltlon  products  of  the  al- 
bumfne  irtileh  are  rldi  In  starches, 
or  else  the  fat-fonnlng  substnnc.s 
contained  In  the  food  would  be 
changed  in  larger  quantities  into  fat 
by  their  burning  or  oxidation 

I  believe,  with  the  aboyc  knowl- 
edge, that  the  overweight  individual 
in  Kood  or  normal  health  might 
quite  readily  work  out  a  system  of 
reduction  that  would  be  safe,  sure.

dent W.  D.  Michell  in  the  chair. 

W  Downes.  entomologist  ot  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  gave  a 
very  Interesting  address  on  k>gan- 
berries  and  Insects,  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  being  paaeed  for  hie  Inetrue- 
tive  talk.
